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e LARGE GROUP OF ILLEGAL ASIANS SLIPS THRU LITHUANIAN BORDER 

VILNIUS, Aug 29, BNS - A large group of illegal immigrants from Asian countries, 40-50 strong, 
slipped into Lithuania through the Belorussian border on Tuesday night. Lithuanian border 
guards from the Sumskas border checkpoint fired warning shots in the air in an attempt to stop 
the illegal crossing. 35 of the refugees were detained, but even more were able under the cover 
of night to penetrate deep into Lithuanian territory. The information service of the Lithuanian 
ministry of internal affairs told BNS that none of those arrested were injured. Residents of the 
village of Vindziunai in the Vilnius region reported to the police at 8 A.M. that a group of 20-25 


refugees had been sighted. A detachment of police officers were dispatched to the scene. 


¢ MORE THAN HALF BILLION DOLLARS IN FOREIGN LOANS ALREADY USED BY 
LITHUANIA 

VILNIUS, Aug 23, BNS - As of August 1, Lithuania had already made use of more than 550 
million USD in foreign loans. This sum does not include loans under government guarantee 
made to businesses. The ministry of finances reported that Lithuania had signed contracts for a 
total of 906.28 million USD in loans with foreign banks and international financial organizations. 
The last such agreements were signed by Lithuania on July 19 with the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), granting a loan of 32 million USD, and with the World Bank which presented a loan 


for the support of banks and business amounting to 25 million USD. 


e EXCAVATION OF THE TERRITORY OF THE OLD DOWNHILL VILNIUS CASTLE HAS 
REVEALED THE REMAINS OF UNKNOWN XIII - XIV CENTURY BRICK BUILDINGS 

Lietuvos Aidas, August 22, 1995 - It was supposed that Fiurstenhof plan dated 1737 precisely 
reflected the history of Vilnius castles, but recent excavation showed that the Renaissance castle 
of the 16th century was built by reconstructing the Gothic one of the 15th century The surprise of 
this summer work is the discovery of 5 brick buildings, dating from the 13th to 14th centuries, 


surrounded by a stone wall 2.3 meters wide. 
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
